SUBMISSION OF COMMENTS 



Prior to substantive examination of the above-identified divisional application, please 
consider the following comments related to certain pending claims that were originally present 
in the parent application. 
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REMARKS 

In the present divisional application, claims 1-7 are pending. Claims 1-7 respectively 
correspond to claims 6-11 and 5 in the parent application. 

In the Office Action dated September 3, 2003 for the parent application (Ser. No. 
10/042,033) to the present divisional application, the Examiner rejected claims 1 and 3-5 (claims 
6 and 8-10 in the parent application) under 35 U.S.C. Section 103(a) as being obvious over Danjo 
(US Patent No. 5719616) in view of Sampson (US Patent No. 493091 1). The Examiner further 
rejected claim 2 (claim 7 in the parent application) under 35 U.S.C. Section 103(a) as being 
obvious over in view of Sampson and further in view of Burnard (US Patent No. 5087137). 
Applicant makes the following remarks regarding the rejection. 

The Examiner asserts that the light diffracting structure tag 20 of Danjo is equivalent to 
"non-contacting tag" as recited in claim 1 . Applicant respectfully disagrees. The light diffracting 
structure tag 20 of Danjo is a one-way non-communicating structure in which the information 
can only be read and not sent. By contrast, the non-contacting tag of the present invention is 
capable of communicating with the hot-stamping device. This feature is recited in claim 1 as 
"said hot-stamping device being provided with a communication function for communicating 
with said non-contacting tag". This clearly implies a two way communication which the Danjo 
reference lacks. 

Applicant submits that remaining dependent claims 2-6 are patentable by virtue of their 
dependency from independent claim 1 . 

Based upon the above amendments and remarks/ Applicant respectfully requests 
consideration of this divisional application and its earlier allowance. Should the Examiner feel 
that a telephone conference with Applicant's attorney would expedite the prosecution of this 
application, the Examiner is urged to contact him at the number indicated below.
